RESORT AREA HERE 


San Antonio Canyon. Is: Mecca 
For Thousands During 
Summer 








Within afew. miles of Upland 
are vacation homes for approxi- 
mately 1,000 families, it was re- 
vealed today. In San Antonio are 
700 eabins in addition to the cab- 
ins and housing facilities offered 
by seven resorts. 

The biggest summer season in 
the canyon and for the resorts is 
under way with hundreds of fam- 
ilies occupying their summer 
homes. Owners of the vacation 
cabins reside in all parts of South- 
ern California. In many cases, 
several couples join for a holiday, 
the women remaining through the 
week days with the men going to 
the cabins over the weekends. 


Sites for 600 of the privately 
owned cabins are leased from the 
government and at least 100 other 
cabins are on privately owned 
land. Each of the seven resorts 
have cabins and reports are to the 
effect they are full most of the 
time. Camp Baldy resort has 50 
of its own cabins and the other 
resorts have a smaller number. 

Business firms in this district 
profit by the large number of per- 
gongs vacationing in the nearby 
canyon and resort area. Many of 
the vacationers stop here in going 
to their cabins. Managers of the 
resorts favor local concerns in buy- 
ing supplies as far as possible. 


Extent of the resort and vacation 
business is seen in the report that 
approximately 16,000 automobiles 
were checked going into the resort 
area over the Fourth of July holi- 
day. While that weekend figure 
will probably be a record for the 
season, business in the resort dis- 
trict is expected to be much better 
this summer than for: many years.

WATER DEAL FOR 
COUNTY IS ENDED 


Working Agreement Will End 
Controversy With 


Orange County

In place of legal restrictions, 
a working agreement has been 
adopted betwen water interests 
in San Bernardino and Orange 
counties. This situation is ex- 
pected to end a drawn-out con- 
troversy dnayolving..the. spreading 
of flood water in this 
akng the Santa Ana river. 

Report on the working agree- 
ment was made at the nmreting 
of the coutny board of supervis- 
ors yesterday. The board signed 
a conditional agreement abrogat- 
ing one drawn in 1930, which 
provided that no water would 
be spread cn the upper Santa 
Ana debris basin cone unless wa- 
ter was flowing under the Chap 
man avenue bridge on the Santa 
Ana river in Orange county. 

A suit had been filed “by Or- 
ange county interests against 
water associaticns in this coun- 
ty. Under terms of the new 
working agreement, three per- 
sons are to be named by the fed- 
eral court in Los Angeles. ‘These 
men will make obs¢rvations of 
the amounts of water available 
for Orange county, the amount 
of absorption in the river basins 
and other data for the purpose 
of permanently settling the con- 
troversy. 

The Water Conservation as390- 
ciation, representing San _ Ber- 
nardino, Riverside and Orange 
counties, is to approve the agrec- 
ment. G. A. Hanson of Upland 
is a director of the three-county 
association.
